1. The project was evaluated by the project team with a group of experts called 
upon to actually evaluate the program itself. A systems accountability 
model was used in the actual development of the project. 

2. The students participate in a leisure interview prior to actual program 
participation with a leisure services staff member. Following the inter- 
view the student is given a choice of classes based on needs and desires 
of client. The student is assessed prior to actual course involvement and 
at the end of the course. 

3. Staff participate in biannual work and professional growth interviews. 
They also participate in a variety of inservice trainings. 
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
